The addition of three new re¬ 
cruits has brought the manpower 
strength of the Vulcan Fire De¬ 
partment up to 23 and with a new 
training program being established 
under a revised system of au¬ 
thority, the department hopes to 
maintain its good level of control 
over fire danger in town. 

The new plan has been tested 
and recommended on a national 
level and directive staff consists 
of fire chief, deputy chief and 
three captains, each with a phase 
of training to supervise. 

Bob Johnston is the new fire 
chief replacing Lundy Findlay who 
guve up the post to become town 
mayor. Deputy chief is Art Scott 
and captains are Bob Petrosky 
(training), Don Lai kins (fire pre¬ 
vention) and Lundy Findlay (fire 
fighting). 

In order to concentrate training 
to small numbers, each captain 
will be responsible for working 
with six men under him and as the 
course progresses the men will 
move from one phase to another 
so that eventually they will know 
what to do under all fire condi¬ 
tions and have a working know¬ 
ledge of the equipment in use. 

Weekly classes are planned for 
the Armouries during the winter, 
with the practical side of training 
being emphasized in the warmer 
months. 


W. E. Woodward 
Dies At Age 76 

Funeral services for William E. 
Woodward, 76, of Calgary, who 
died Monday, Nov. 23, following a 
lengthy illness, were held from the 
Vulcan United Church, Friday, 
with the Rev. D. A. Sharpe offici-. 
ating. 

Born at Luxton, Bedfordshire, 
England, July 29, 1883, Mr. Wood¬ 
ward came to Canada in 1903, set¬ 
tling at Esterhazy, Sask. Nine 
yea rs later he came to southern 
Alberta and had lived at Vulcan 
and Calgary, as well as other 
points in the province. At one time 
he was engaged with the grocery 
business here. 

He w as married to Georgina 
Paterson in 1908 and they spent 
the first six months of their mar¬ 
riage on a wedding trip to the 
groom’s native England . The 
couple celebrated their golden wed¬ 
ding in Sept. 1958, when the mem¬ 
bers of their family entertained in 
their honor. 

Mr. Woodward leaves to mourn 
him, his wife in Calgary; two 
daughters, Mrs. Ed (Margaret! 
Gilroy, Calgary and Mrs. M. D. 
(Core) McIntyre, Edmonton; one 
son, Alex, Calgary.

Accident, France 

Funeral services were recently 
held in France for Cpl. Denzil 
Michael Gallagher, son of Daniel 
fiaiiayhpr nf the Vulcan Airport 
staff. 

Cpl. Gallagher was with the 
RCAF serving with No. 2 Fighter 
Wing overseas and was killed in 
an auto accident while he and an¬ 
other service man were driving to 
a Nov. 11, Armistice Service in 
France. Their vehicle struck a sta¬ 
tionary truck and both men were 
killed. 

The 26 year old air-frame tech¬ 
nician joined the RCAF in Calgary 
on Nov. 15, 1950 and left from 
Moose Jaw Aug. 31, of this year 
for a tour of duty in Europe. In 
1955 he married Marie Nougier of 
Saskatoon who was overseas with 
him. They have a son, two years 
of age. 

Following the burial at Cheloix 
cemetery Mrs. Gallagher and her 
son were flown to Saskatoon. 

Cpl. Gallagher’s father has lived 
in Vulcan four years and is em¬ 
ployed at the airport here.

Well Known 
Porter Retires 

Robert Lewis Ware, whose 
father helped drive 3,000 cattle in¬ 
to the High River country from 
Idaho in 1882 and three years later 
became Alberta’s first Negro 
rancher, retired on pension Nov. 
30, after 34 years service with the 
Canadian Pacific Railway as a 
porter. 

A son of John Ware, who follow¬ 
ed the cattle trails up from Texas 
and later founded the Four Nine 
Ranches, first at Millarville, 34 
miles southwest of Calgary, and 
later on tho Red Deer River north 
of Duchess, Bob Ware and his two 
brothers and two sisters were or¬ 
phaned when their father was 
thrown from a horse in 1905, a 
year after the death of their 
mother. They were brought up on 
the Duchess ranch by their grand¬ 
parents. Ware Creek, near Millar¬ 
ville and Ware Coulee, south of 
Duchess were named after John 
Ware. 

Service witli the Canadian Paci¬ 
fic has taken Bob Ware to many 
parts of tho continent, but he re¬ 
gards Calgary as home and intends 
to spend his retirement here. He 
worked for the company briefly in 
1915 and became a permanent em¬ 
ployee in 1925, working mostly on 
runs between Medicine Hat or Cal¬ 
gary and Nelson, B.C., and in the 
past few years between Calgary 
and Edmonton. 

A brother, Arthur Ware, is also 
a CPR porter working out of Van¬ 
couver on the transcontinental run 
to Winnipeg, and an elder brother, 
William, who also was porter, died 
in 1938 from the effects of gas in 
the First Great War. Their sisters, 
Miss Janet Ware and Miss Mil¬ 
dred Ware, are farming at Vulcan. 

Widely liked and respected in the 
railway fraternity here, Mr. Ware 
was honored oy a large number of 
friends who boarded his car in 
Calgary to wish him well when he 
completed his last run.

These well-baby clinics are held for the purpose of weighing 
and measuring infants and toddlers, and discussing any pro¬ 
blems with parents regarding feeding, training and general care. 
Your child should be immunized at the following times: Start¬ 
ing at three months old, three doses, at monthly intervals, with 
a combined vaccine containing diphtheria, tetanus, whooping 
cough and poliomyelitis. (D.P.T. Polio Vaccine) Booster doses 
of the above vaccine should be given at the following ages, 12 
to 18 months, 3 years, and about 5 years. 

Smallpox vaccination should be started any time after three 
months of age and before the child is one year old with revac¬ 
cination taking place every fifth year thereafter. 

When a child attends school the Health Unit assumes respon¬ 
sibility for maintaining immunization provided the parents sign 
the appropriate consent form which will he submitted to them.

Province Financially Fortunate 

From a financial standpoint the government of 
AJberta is in the most favorable position of any pro¬ 
vincial government in this Dominion. The provincial 
auditor has just reported that the surplus for the 
1958-59 fiscal year was 31.4 million. Furthermore, as 
has been made manifest on a number of occasions, the 
province of Alberta is virtually debtless. 

This happy financial situation is mainly due to 
the development of the oil and gas resources of Al¬ 
berta. Since the Leduc discovery was made by the 
Imperial Oil Company in 1947, the provincial govern¬ 
ment has derived revenues from the sale of oil and gas 
leases and from royalties totalling around $900 
million. 

The Alberta government obtained ownership of 
the greater percentage of oil and gas resources 
through the transfer of the natural resources of the 
province from the Canadian govenment in 1935. If 
oil and gas resources had been included in the title to 
surface rights, as was the case in Texas and other 
states of the American Union, the situation here 
would have been entirely different. Some municipal 
districts would be wallowing in wealth and others 
would be poor. 

The Alberta government, shortly after the Leduc 
discovery, announced that the revenues from oil and 
gas would be utilized for the benefit of all the people 
of the province. The result has been a flow of money 
grants to municipal governments from the provincial 
treasury. With this policy there has been a fair dis¬ 
tribution of oil and gas wealth. The areas in which no 
oil and gas finds have been made have benefitted to 
as great an extent as the municipalities in which great 
finds have been discovered. 

The conclusion we reach is that the financial 
position of the province is such that it is entirely un¬ 
necessary to impose sales taxes in Alberta. Sales taxes 
hurt the poor more than they do the well-to-do. Any 
suggestion of imposing such a tax is obnoxious.
